Screw Propellers Did Not Come Inte 
Use Until 1850.

The Savannah, which crossed the 
Atlantic in’ 1819, was a full rigged | 
packet ship to which had been added | 
a small one cylinder steam engine 
turning two paddle wheels, which were 
set in motion fn smooth water when 


the wind failed. For two-t s of the 
way across the Savannah depended 
solely upon her sails. In 1833 the 


Royal William made the passage in 
twenty-five days, under steam the 
whole way. In 1837 the Great West- 
ern was constructed, but her unusual 
length of 230 feet gave rise to many. 
apprehensions as to her safety, The 
Orst screw steamship, was bullt fo 
1850, and eight years later the Bremen 
made the passage in fifteen days. In 
1862.-the Scotia cut down the time 
from Queenstown to less than nine 
days. From that time on the record’ 
has been gradually reduced.

In 1909 he became a 
member of the Archaeological Insti- 
tute of America, and some years ago 
he delivered a special course of lec 
tures at’ Queen's University on the 
Archaeology of America, 

His literary Beach has also been 
very great. n 1895 ed ave his 
work on Primitive Man in Ontario. 
He is recognized as the highest scien- 
tific authority on the status, habits 
and life of the red men of this Pro- 
vince and has done, perhaps, more 
than any other man to preserve to 
posterity the memory of what the 
American Indian was. In 1896 was 
published his History of Scarboro, 
and since 1886 his archaeological re- 
ports have been eagerly sought 
throughout the world by students of 
this subject and folklore.

He has been, 
also, a Gontributor to Grip and the 
Moon, as well as the Bco Ameri- 
can, of New York. His ability, per- 
sistence, great energy and sterling 
charecter have raised _ him from an 
humble position to a hi place in 
the scientific world and will, as 
Prof. Wright said, do honor to the in- 
stitution of which he is now a mem- 
ber as a doctor of laws.
